This article wag not written fo of-
fimd Mr, Dodge or” agyone else, but sim-
piy that people might not be misled by
the report of my having offered to de-
liver my milk to the city for three cents
por gquart, and that they might know
the reasons why | had not and would
nat make such an offer,

In Mr. Dodge's query in your paper of
July 23rd, he hnd uot wade a fair com:
F'Ill.ﬂl.illll. If ‘he wses the highest price
or milk quoled, 4 conts per quart, let
him also use the higliest price paid for
butterint, which in the last six maonths
was A5 conts. The result thus obtained
will not be unreasemable. The average
prive for the six months was 908 cents,
ag our ereimery récords will show,

Mr. Dodpa's closing remarks 1 consider |
as an insult, not only to myself, but to
our butter-maker and to everyone inter-
pated jn the management of the cream-
ory.

Washington creamery is a enrporation
mannged by five divectors who are elect-
ed by the stockholders., It is not oper-
ated by o company or an individual as
i money-making coneern, and in the
eleven years or more in which it has
been  in operation, has never to my
knowledge shown the least partiality
for. any patron, but has endeavored to
treat everyone in a fair and honest man-
ner.
